Actions Speak Louder 


Even Canadians who live far inland, 
and whose knowledge of things maritime 
is limited to “seas of waving grain” and 
‘oceans of debt’, may gain a_ better, 
though vague, notion of the immensity of 
Britein’s fleet to-be from figures recently 
sent out from London.
